$50 Million Shocker 


Famous Jackson Pollock Painting, 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he huge, 40-foot tall gas sphere that 

dominated the skyline by the railroad 
station in East Hampton for the past 85 years 
is in the process of being taken down, panel by 
panel. Where these panels are taken could prove 
very important, however, because though each 
of the 12 panels alone has little value, together 
the gas ball is worth more than a hundred 
million dollars. According to art expert Dr. 
Harrison Holly of the Manhattan Art Institute, 
the art world has long known that under its 
‘many coats of paint, there resides the largest 
and most spectacular Jackson Pollock drip 
painting ever made. It would be very important 
that the pieces now remain in one place for 
later reassembly. 

“Pollock lived in the Springs,” Dr. Holly Le 
“He made the drip painting standing on the 
top of this sphere when he was at the top of 
his form. Most experts who saw it before it 
was painted over consider it his masterwork. 
Unfortunately, that’s exactly what vandals 

did just after Pollock’s untimely death. And 
then it was painted over numerous times after 
that. Unfortunately, experts could not agree on 
what technique to use to successfully remove 
the anti-corrosive paints that have repeatedly 
covered the painting during all these years.” 

Dr. Holly said that he had stepped forward to 
make his comments about the gas ball because 
he had read in the East Hampton Star it had been 
torn down. “This is a staggering loss to the art 
world,” he concluded. 

Officials at National Grid, the owner of the

gas ball, when contacted at their headquarters 
in Melville, said they were unaware that orders 
had been given to have the gas ball taken down. 
“If there is a valuable Jackson Pollock under 
there,” one official said, “you can bet we surely 
are going to take advantage of it. We may put 
it up for auction. At this point, we don’t know.” 

Another official said that as far as he knew, 
the only orders for the gas ball were to repaint 
it again in 2015. They repaint it every 15 years 
to keep it in good order. 

Local residents who live near the gas ball, 
expressed surprise that National Grid was 
unaware it was being removed. They reported 
seeing the green National Grid trucks at the site 
for several days as a huge crane did its work. 

The sphere was originally built in East 
Hampton by the Chicago Iron & Bridge Company 
in 1928. Made of 3/4-inch steel panels riveted 
together, the ball was built at a time when there 
was a big demand for natural gas, but before 
the pipelines were laid to bring the gas to this 
community. Big trucks would arrive and fill 
these spheres with compressed gas, and they 
could be emptied into smaller delivery trucks 
after that. Chicago Bridge & Iron built such 
spheres al] around the country. They owned a 
trademark on this particular design, and called 
them “Hortonspheres,” in honor of one of the 
company’s founders, Horace Ebenezer Horton. 

This “Hortonsphere” had been ordered 
built by an erratic Sag Harbor millionaire 
named Fester Blount. His East Coast Coal and 
Combustible Gas Corporation did its business 
just in Noyac, North Sea and Sag Harbor, but in 
1951 Blount decided on a_ (Cont'd on next page)

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major expansion. He would have gas brought 
in by train to the East Hampton station and 
distribute it up and down the East Coast from 
Maine to North Carolina. To store the gas, 
he would build a series of 22 additional big 
storage balls on property he owned in East 
Hampton. Blount hired Chicago Bridge & Iron to 
do the job. 

Unfortunately, on December 14, 1951, after 
only one of the gas balls was built, Blount was 
seriously injured when he slipped on the ice 
while carrying a tank of propane from his car to 
his garage, which then exploded in his hands. 
On his deathbed at his home in Sag Harbor, he 
was visited by, among others, Jackson Pollock, 
who Blount had met at Jungle Pete’s Bar on Fort 
Pond Boulevard in East Hampton. From the day 
of their meeting until their parting at Blount’s 
deathbed, Blount and Pollock were inseparable. 
Among other things; Blount was, along with 
Peggy Guggenheim, Pollock’s major benefactor. 

“Make my sphere your greatest work,” Blount 
reportedly gasped to Pollock as his last words. 
Before the summer was out, Pollock had made 
sketches, designed a concept and then had 
climbed up to the top of the sphere to splash this 
most brilliant and exuberant drip painting down 
every side. It was a dramatic and unequivocal 
statement of Abstract Expressionism, visible 
for miles. Photographs of the sphere appeared 
on the covers of virtually every art magazine 
published at that time, with accompanying rave 
reviews. On the other hand, most of the East 
Hampton townspeople hated it. 


Four and a half years later, in August, with 
his wife in Paris, Pollock was driving two young 
ladies to a party at the home of Alfonso Ossorio, 
another abstract expressionist of sorts, in 
Wainscott. By four in the afternoon, when 
the party was to begin, Pollock was already 
drinking heavily and the girls had suggested 
they not go. Pollock insisted, however, and 
he began weaving his Oldsmobile convertible 
down Springs-Fireplace Road. As the girls 
continued to insist Pollock was too drunk to 
go to the party, the painter became abusive, 
turned the Oldsmobile around, stepped on the 
gas and increased his speed to more than 60 
miles an hour before reaching a bend in the 
road near Abrahams Path. The car lifted. up, 
turned over and crashed into a tree by the side 
of the road. Pollock and one of the girls were 
killed. The other girl lived to tell the tale. 

As for the sphere by the railroad station, it was 
entirely painted over in an aqua color during 
the night, just a week after Pollock’s death. No 
one was ever arrested for this desecration, and 
it was said that the East Hampton police, who 
along with the rest of the townspeople did not 
seem to appreciate Pollock nor his work, his 
girlfriends or his drinking prowess, didn’t try 
very hard. 

The Long Island Lighting Company bought 
the sphere in 1960 when they consolidated all 
the small lighting and power companies on 
Long Island. 

From that day until this, LILCO and its 
successor, National Grid, have repainted 


the sphere every 15 years, always the same 
aqua color. Around 1975, the Federal Aviation 
Authority passed laws requiring that all tall 
objects be painted in certain bright colors so 
they would not be dangers to pilots in passing 
aircraft. The aqua color was acceptable to the 
FAA. 

In 2009, a group of local artists formed an 
organization called the “One World Project,” 
hoping to be able to paint the sphere as a replica 
of the Earth. They got the okay from National 
Grid, so long as the colors were acceptable to 
the FAA, and that spring appeared before the 
East Hampton Board of Historic Preservation 
and Architectural Review to get approval from 
the Village. 

The basic aqua color of the sphere would 
be left as it was for the various oceans. Land 
masses would be painted an FAA-approved 
beige. Puffs of white clouds would be added. 

Although representatives of the One World 
Project brought in a petition of more than 165 
signatures—many local East Hampton residents 
who had to every day look out at the sphere— 
the Board was not satisfied that this was not 
some sort of “political statement” that ought to 
be better made in a demonstration or meeting. 
They voted the project down unanimously. 

The One World Project is still around. But 
no members we were able to contact indicated 
they had any idea that underneath all of this 
was an original Jackson Pollock masterpiece. 

“I had no idea,” a One World Project member 
said, requesting anonymity. ga

Preservationists Win 


BY DAN RATTINER 


B the never-ending battle between the 
preservationists and the developers, there 
were two interesting items in the news last 
week, one of which was a win and the other a 
loss, depending upon your point of view. 

In the preservationists’ column, there was a 
decision handed down by the State Supreme 
Court last week about a lawsuit involving the 
First Presbyterian Church of Southampton. 

This grand church has stood for 170 years on 
the corner of Main Street and Meeting House 
Lane, standing there not only as a beautiful 
place of worship but also as a kind of visual 
architectural stop to the commercial district of 
that town. Across the street is the decorative 
Tower Gallery, another tall building just slightly 
smaller than the church, serving that same 
purpose for Main Street and Jobs Lane. 

In 2011, Metro PCS proposed (then withdrew) 
a request to put eight antennas atop the clock 
tower. In May of 2012, the application was 
amended so that the antennas would be inside 
the tower and thus invisible to those outside the 
church. It was a good idea. In the summertime, 
cell phone service is really terrible out here 
when the crowds arrive. (They arrive, they dial 
friends and say “I made it to the Hamptons,” 
and it jams things up. It stays lousy till fall.)

But to put in their antenna and transmission 


equipment, which would not be seen from 


the road, the phone company would need to 
use the space up in there where an individual 
came up to wind the clock every week. That 
activity had been going on every week since the 
clock was installed in 1871, a chore involving 
the climbing of four flights of stairs, a service 
performed by a member of the Corwin family 
over the years, Tim Corwin and his son Travis 
Corwin most recently. 

MetroPCS also said that in order to install the 
equipment, some wooden slats would have to be 
removed from the side of the tower; replacing 
them with identical-looking polymer slats would 
enhance the increased transmission. 

Anyway, the application went through the 
usual processes and, in the end, was rejected by 
the Board of Architectural Review and Historic 
Preservation as being not in keeping with the 
nature of this historic structure. Maybe regular 
people wouldn’t know they were looking at 
polymer up there, but they would. The wood 
would have to stay. 

After the decision, MetroPCS and the 
church filed a joint lawsuit. They said that the 
Telecommunications Act of 1996, which says 
businesses must be allowed to compete against 
one another in any market, should trump local 
historic preservation laws. The church was 


willing. Metro PCS was willing. The Village 
should get out of the way. 

The judge, Justice Paul J. Baisley Jr., ruled 
against Metro PCS and the church. He declared 
that the Village was within its rights to enforce 
its codes. And he said the Village presented 
existing and legitimate objections to this 
project. 

So there will be no cell phone tower in this 
clock tower, unless a higher court overturns 
this decision. 

During all this process, a change did occur on 
how the clock up there got wound, and it seems 
this change is to be permanent. Travis Corwin 
had been charging $15 for his weekly visits for 
years. But when Travis heard that these cell 
phone radio waves might be up there, he told 
the church that he would not go up there to wind 
the clock because of the potential radiation. 
The church, however, had been looking for 
ways to have an automated clock winding 
system put in. Not long thereafter, they found 
a benefactor from the church congregation to 
donate the money, got a manufacturer of clock- 
winding systems and, last year, installed it. 
Travis Corwin’s clock-winding services would 
no longer be needed. 

The contraption, which is run by electricity 
with a backup battery, is up there today. 
It’s not visible and is (Continued on next page)

something that can be put in and taken out, so 
it’s not subject to architectural review. It’s not, 
however, as charming as having Tim or Travis 
run up there and do it. Travis recently told me 
he wants nothing further to do with the clock 
tower. If they do take it out, they will have to 
find somebody else. 

It seems to me that MetroPCS ought now to 
look into placing the antenna atop the Tower 
Gallery building across the street. This building 
also is historic, though it dates back only to 
the early 20th century. And it’s not as tall as 
the church. If they can put a needle atop a tall 
building in Manhattan, perhaps they could put 
one on the Tower Gallery and get it approved. 
Visually, it might bring the Tower Gallery up to 
an equal height with the church, which, as an

end to Main Street, should look pretty good. 

In the developer’s column comes news of 
a victory in Water Mill where the Town of 
Southampton has been angling to buy the 
20-acre Sikorski potato farm. The town had 
the money, about $7.2 million, available from 
the Community Preservation Fund (CPF). But 
they had been working in partnership with 
the Peconic Land Trust. It was complicated. 


The Trust would buy the land, put restrictions 
on it so it could only be used for traditional 
farming, then sell it to the Town. This would 
accomplish three things. It would enable the 
Trust to initially have to put up only about 
$600,000. It would defeat the current zoning, 
which would allow the building of 10 homes 
on the property clustered on six acres and it 
would eliminate the possibility of the property 
being used for a horse farm (more about 
that later). A hearing had been scheduled 
at Town Hall for last Tuesday, but it never 
happened. 

Just before the meeting, the Land Trust and 
Town were told by the Sikorski family that the 
deal was off. They had received a higher offer 
from another party and accepted it. According 
to The Southampton Press, a source estimated 
the offer to be between more than $9-10 million. 

Oddly, the reason the Town really wanted to 
save this property was because of horse farms. 
More and more horse farms are being created 
out of what once were farms that grew potatoes, 
strawberries, wine grapes and cauliflower, and 
though a horse farm is beautiful and does 
Save open space, it doesn’t put food on the 
community’s table. Furthermore, although legal 
within the restrictions of “open space,” there’s 
such a demand for horse farms among the rich 
that traditional agricultural farmers are being 
priced out of the market. The rich want horse 
farms. They bid the prices up and up, and the 
result of this is that farmland is approximately 
$100,000 to $200,000 an acre, taxes are rising 
and vegetable farming is not profitable (again.) 
The reported buyer, Joe Dimenna, is a hedge 
fund owner who owns dozens of adjacent acres 
and a polo club nearby. 

Well, as I said, you win some and lose 
some. And it depends which side you are 
on. The downside for both of these decisions 
is going to be less traditional farmland and 
lousier phone service. The upside—more polo 
ponies and houses and a historic structure 
preserved.

President Pardons the Thanksgiving Turkey, But What Did It Do?

About the President’s pardon, baffled by 
all this, I did try to figure it out for myself. | 
thought, well, it’s the other way around. It’s 
that the President is begging the pardon of the 
Thanksgiving turkey, who represents all turkeys 
everywhere who, this time of year, are basically 
all being slaughtered. And it comes from a 
tradition in many primitive cultures where they 
say a little prayer asking for forgiveness to a 
struggling creature they have just shot with 
an arrow because now they are going to have 
to issue the coup de grace because they are 
hungry. The “pardon” as used by the President

for this. But our presidents are not supposed to 
be begging anyone or forgiving them. 

But now I’ve learned this truly is a pardon. 
I did the research. And it is a completely 
ridiculous story. For years, farmers sent turkeys 


to the White House on Thanksgiving, 
where were appreciated and eaten. On 
November 19, 1963, President Kennedy 
was presented with a 55- pound live turkey 
with a sign “Good Eating, Mr. President” 
on it. Kennedy was so astonished by its 
size that he declined to accept it. He told 
aides, “Have this turkey returned to its 
farm. We'll let this one grow.” After that, 
a reporter for the Los Angeles Times 
said that the President had pardoned the 
turkey, although the President did not 
actually say that. 

In any case, as a result of this, during 
the presidency of George H. W. Bush, 
it was decided to make this an annual 
tradition, with the President publicly 
pardoning a turkey. And it has been going 
on to this day. 

The Turkey to be Pardoned is actually 
selected at birth, like they select the 
Dalai Lama. But it’s a process. The turkey 
typically comes from the farm of whoever 
happens to be the Chairperson of the 
| National Turkey Federation at the time. 
|. At birth, they select not one turkey 
=but 80, who are then raised to compete 
“| for the honor. All 80 are trained as best 

as possible to be comfortable with 

loud noises, large crowds and flash 
photography, and of the 80, 20 are chosen, 
and then that 20 are narrowed down to two 
finalists. The White House staff gives these two 
names. And both birds are presented to be 
pardoned, one as the “winner,” the second as

the “alternate” in case the winner dies before | 
his or her time. 

After the official pardon ceremony, the 
turkeys are taken off to live out their days 
either to Frying Pan Park in Fairfax County, 
Virginia, to Disneyland in California or to Walt 
Disney World in Orlando. They serve as grand 
marshals in Disney’s Thanksgiving Day Parade. 

This year’s turkeys were named “Popcorn” 
and “Caramel,” and were both from a farm in 
Badger, Minnesota. They weighed 38 pounds 
and were selected not by the White House staff 
but by an online contest. 

At the ceremony, which I watched on 
YouTube, President Obama approaches the 
turkey, says “by the power vested in me...” 
and then gobbles on for another minute before 
officially offering the pardon, which he does by 
making the sign of the cross. 

What’s left unsaid with this elaborate 
procedure is that these two turkeys, having 
committed crimes, are now pardoned, but all 
the rest of the turkeys in the country go to the 
executioner to pay the ultimate price. 

What crimes were committed? You know. 
They’re turkeys.

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Successful GLBT Center Seeks to Expand Services in 2014

n the four months since the First Presbyterian 

(Old Whalers’) Church in Sag Harbor leased 
space to the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual and 
Transgender (GLBT) community on the East 
End, David Kilmnick, CEO of Long Island GLBT 
Services Network, says that the response to the 
center has been nothing short of phenomenal. 
In September he inaugurated a two-month 
series of community roundtable discussions to 
learn what the East End community would like. 
Participants, who included GLBT young people, 
seniors, parents of GLBTs, GLBT families who 
adopted young children, local businesses, 
representatives from local health and human 


ages 


services organizations, and just “those who 
believe in social justice and equality,” said loud 
and clear that “they wanted everything and 
wanted it right away.” 

Motivated by the September 2012 suicide of 
16-year-old David Hernandez, a junior at East 
Hampton High School whose mother said he 
had been despondent over bullying because 
of his sexual orientation, the center knew that 
it “had to” set up shop immediately, even if 
it had no budget. Existing GLBT centers on 
Long Island—in Bay Shore and Garden City— 
were too far away. And so the “everything” 
the community said it wanted has quickly 
transformed into the establishment of local 
support groups, health and social service

affiliations, social gatherings, speaker bureaus 
and arts and cultural activities, with a focus 
on young people. The youth groups can 
comprise between 15 to 24 youngsters, with 
approximately 50 people already in regular 
attendance. Funding has just been secured, 
however, that will allow the center to be open 
five days a week, as soon a two advertised staff 
positions are filled, Kilmnick points out. 

The center, which operates on Tuesdays 
and the first and third Thursdays of each 
month, has also attracted seniors who delight 
in the East End Mingle, prompting Kilmnick 
to consider extending elder programming. In 
addition, thanks to a recent grant, on the first 
Friday of each month, the center provides free 
testing for HIV and STD (sexually transmitted 
diseases). Staff members also interview folks to 
see if they are eligible to participate in the New 
York State affordable Care Act. 

Kilmnick says he wants to expand the center’s 
volunteer mentoring program, enlisting adults 
to work with LGBT teams of young people, 
somewhat on the model of Big Brother/Big Sister. 
Mentors would provide guidance, pairing up 
with youth at the center and discussing various 
concerns. Kilmnick also looks to increase health 
and education services. He points to the Aleph 
Project, “which connects GLBT Long Island 
Jewish youth ages 13 to 21 with Jewish life and 
experience...to create positive, inclusive and 
affirming activities.” Central in 2014 will also 
be acting on the most requested program— 
raising a child of GLBT parents. Where can such 
children meet like children? What services are 
available to ensure their seamless integration 
into the larger community? 

‘Kilmnick, who has a PhD in Social Welfare 


. from The City University of New York and an 


extensive track record with the Long Island 
GLBT Services Network, is delighted at how 
the Sag Harbor chapter has taken off, a bit 
surprised, perhaps, at the extent of the need. 
One girl travels from Orient. He also notes 
that the center has attracted those who offer 
to donate services, such as Stacy Menzer and 
Denise Fenchel from Hamptons Signs, who 
put the center on the map, so to speak.

The Choinard Art Institute had many famous 
animators in their faculty, including Shamus 
Culhane, the lead animator of Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarves. 

After graduating from Choinard, Duga 
storyboarded countless cartoons and projects. 
“The first project I worked on was Mr. Magoo,” 
Duga reflects. But Duga’s big break was at 
Rankin/Bass Productions. “I came to New 


York from California and lived in the village,” 
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Kelly Laffey

he notes. “I met with Arthur [Rankin, Jr.] and 
Jules Bass; they had a little studio in the city, 
with a garden, and they called me in and gave 
me my first project, which was Rudolph the Red- 
Nosed Reindeer.” The holiday special, which 
was animated with puppets, was far along in 
production and Duga didn’t get credited for 
the project. Rankin/Bass Productions’ holiday 
specials helped the studio gain exposure; at 
one point, they were commissioned to work on 
cartoons for Smokey the Bear. Many Rankin/ 
Bass productions had great vocal talent, as 
well. “Arthur was great at getting people [to 
perform]. He had a lot of great actors,” Duga 
says. Frosty the Snowman for example, starred 
Jackie Vernon and Jimmy Durante. 

Duga has lived in Riverhead since 1980. 
“When I lived in the village, friends of mine 
were staying out here on the North Fork,” he 
recalls. “I went with them and fell in love with 
it.” Duga has a great fondness for Riverhead 
and is glad it’s experiencing a renaissance; he 
drew a September, 2012 cover for Dan’s Papers 


featuring a whimsical version of the village. 


Duga is still a very active artist and continues 
to work on special projects and shows. In July, 
Duga did an art show called “Surviving Sandy,” 
featuring art inspired by the resilience of those 
affected by Superstorm Sandy, at the 73 Main 
Boutique and Gallery. More recently, Duga was 
a featured artist at 73 Main’s “Grey Gardens” 
exhibit, where he presented several paintings of 
the legendary mansion. The artist is currently 
preparing for his holiday show at Dark Horse 
Restaurant on Saturday, December 14. “I make 
up these cards with Frosty the Snowman in a 
parade [with the other characters] with a blank 
space, and when kids come in I draw them into 
the space,” he says with a smile. “There’s a lot 
of fun and festivity.”

“From a nonprofit standpoint, I think it was a great event, because it 
brought so many of the non-profit organizations together,” Okorn said. 
“They’re typically competing for funds, and challenging one another, 
and this was an event where they all came together and pitched in, and 
saw this as a bigger opportunity to help the broader community.” East 
End nonprofits can begin applying for grants early next year. “We'll get 
the process out to the local nonprofits, so they’ll know how to apply, 
and then within that first quarter, we’ll get the grant checks out,” Okorn 
said. 

With the first year being so successful, the East End is sure to see 
another event this summer to follow the concert at Martha Clara 
Vineyards that saw Nile Rodgers, Adam Lambert and Avicii take the 
stage. 

“I see this as something that could go on for a number of years, and 
create a long-lasting legacy and potentially a permanent fund for the 
East End charities,” Okorn said. “Whatever the issues are at the current 
time, there will be money there to help address those issues.” 


Wainscott Gets Appreciated 


WAINSCOTT: Wainscott Pride! One of the most delicious stretches of 
Montauk Highway, home of the popular Breadzilla, “La Ca” and The 
Seafood Shop, is finally getting its name in lights. For the first time 
ever, Wainscott—which was settled in 1670—has been included in the 
East Hampton town budget for holiday decorations. And, possibly to 
ensure that passers-by know that the newly festive stretch of Montauk 
Highway is in fact called Wainscott, two “Welcome to Wainscott” signs 
have been placed on the eastern and western borders of the hamlet. 
“The CAC [Wainscott Citizens Advisory Committee] is working 
to improve the image of the hamlet,” says East Hampton Town 
Councilman Peter Van Scoyoc, the liaison between the town and the 
Wainscott CAC. He notes that the initiatives are prime examples of 
citizens taking pride in their hamlet, the gateway to East Hampton 
town. “[Wainscott] has a hugely long history as a hamlet, but because 
of the way is developed along the highway, its image has suffered. 
Wainscott doesn’t want to be the stepchild of the town,” he continues. 
The holiday initiative began after the CAC came to VanScoyac asking 
why the other hamlets were treated differently than theirs. Fourteen 
trees and accompanying lights were installed on the highway last week. 
On Saturday, two signs were installed along Montauk Highway, 
welcoming visitors to the hamlet. Designed and paid for by the CAC, 
who worked with Van Scoyac and East Hampton Town Highway 
Superintendent Steven Lynch, the signs tip a hat to Wainscott’s long- 
standing farming tradition. Marking the western border, one sign is 
placed on the south side of the highway at Town Line Road; the other is 
placed on the eastern border near the Highway Diner, on the north side 
of the road.

Hallockville Museum Farm is My Kind of Place 


BY JEANELLE MEYERS 


Recently I had a real treat! 
Thanks to a friend’s suggestion, 
I went to the Hallockville Farm 
Museum on the North Fork. 
Agriculture and its history are 
two of my ongoing studies. 
Hallockville is a _ treasure, 
affording us the opportunity 
to learn about the history of 
farming on the East End. 

The museum, consisting of 
19 buildings on 500 acres of preserved farmland, is 
on the site of Rubin Brown’s 1765 farm. The Hallock 
family bought it after the Revolution and lived there 
until 1975 in numbers significant enough to cause 
the area to be called “Hallockville.” In the early 20th 
century, Polish immigrant farmers’ settled in the 
area, but the area retained its name. 

Herb Strobel, the museum’s executive director, 
guided us through buildings and grounds and 
described the farm and farming in this area. We 
passed by the cow pen on our way to meet him. 
Oh...the smell of cows! It sends me immediately to 
my childhood on the farms of relatives in Nebraska. 

First we toured the Hallock Homestead, the first 
part being built in 1775 and added to as needed. 
The house was warmed by a fire in the cast iron 
cooking stove in the kitchen. Evidence of lives so 
entirely different from ours is startlingly apparent 
and the house is full of such fascinating things 


that hours could be spent there 
investigating. 

We saw the several-holed 
outhouse. I’m very familiar with 
outhouses from my youth, but 
to the unknowing—it’s a singular 
example of the difference of 
then and now. Being an essential 
building for daily life, it was built 
with two doors in case one was 
blocked by snowdrifts! 

We discussed the use of the 
smokehouse for smoking and 
thereby preserving food and as 
a tool for “snapping a hen out of her broodiness,” 
according to my Aunt Helen. A hen becomes broody 
when she is ready to nest and she stops laying eggs, 
with or without eggs to hatch. By shutting her in the 
smokehouse, she calms down. Then we toured the 
gardens. There is a garden where heirloom plants 
are grown, enabling visitors to see the difference 
between plants grown through centuries and many 
contemporary varieties. Volunteers are welcome. 
Nearby community gardens are maintained by 
gardeners for their personal use and are examples of 
current gardening practices. 

We visited the sheep shed. Wool was one of several 
crops produced on the farm, along with potatoes, 
Brussels sprouts, cabbages and wheat. An older cow 
named Hallie lives with sheep. She said hello and 
needed her nose to be stroked by each of us. 

As we stood in the old barn, Herb explained

that the huge opposite doors 
on the north and south side of 
the building with a large floor 
between were there to let wind 
blow chaff from wheat during 
the threshing process. Gathered 
wheat was “beaten” on the floor 
and, as the wind blew through 
the doors, it was tossed up and 
| the chaff was blown away. The 
7 a wheat berries were blocked from 
= blowing away by upright boards 
at the opening of the door. Hence 
the word “threshold!” 

Then we went to the Cichanowicz House, 
which was built in 1930. A house that looked 
like the house of my farm relatives and a VERY 
modern house compared to the Hallock house. 
I think many of us could imagine living in 
this house. 

This was our afternoon tour. I could and do plan 
to spend days exploring the many other buildings 
and fields here. : 

There is also a summer camp for kids offering 
weekly sessions, each with a different theme. If I was 
a child, I would LOVE to go to this camp and learn 
about farming past and present in this area! ga.

Synesthesia Across the East End

The topic of the senses seems 
particularly appropriate 
considering the ambience 
evoked by the holiday season, 
and four local exhibits prove 
the point. Yet, we have 
taken the liberty of adding 
movement to the conventional 
senses, which now include 
sight, sound, smell, touch and 


taste. Adding dimension to the subject, Amagansett’s 
Neoteric Fine Art highlights synesthesia, a blending 
of the senses in response to stimuli, in a show by that 
name. One example would be the idea of how “Silk 
(touch) might taste.” Not hard to figure out, if you 
answer something like, a milkshake (suggesting the 
smoothness of silk). 

Artists including Darlene Charneco, Collin 
Goldberg and Maggie Harrsen have effectively 
combined the senses in the Neoteric exhibit to 
create intriguing works. Charneco’s signature use of 
nails (touch) combined with the color of mint blue

produce the smell of mint and the taste of ice. 
Goldberg’s work with acrylic and pigment transfer 
creates the feeling of movement in three separate 
panels where the images connect to each other. 
Harrsen’s “Sundown” features a cactus plant where 
touch is both potent and powerful. 

At Sag Harbor’s Monika Olko Gallery, Maria 
Schon’s “Landscape and Memories” celebrates sight 
(color) and sound. Her unusual plant life, composed 
of big and bold shapes, evokes not only sensuality 
but a low level of vibration coming from the forms 
themselves, recalling a jungle-like environment. We 
can almost hear the grunting animals, chirping 
birds and splashing waterfalls as we make our way 
through the thick underbrush. Schon’s colors, like 
blue, green, yellow and brown, suggest moods and 
feelings, not to mention taste, touch and smell. 

Denise Regan’s “New Paintings” at Bridgehampton’s 
Kathryn Markel Gallery clearly feature sight (color), 
some of them similar to Schon’s bright palette, 
palpable shades that stimulate our senses. Regan’s 
composition is another notable aspect of her visual 
clarity, although such an element has taken different 
forms through the years. For example, her earlier 
days were devoted to silk prints, then works that 
were described as Constructivism. Her Circus Series 
included figures and whimsical images; her geometric 
series featured box-like forms arranged on a grid. 
Currently, she depicts vases with flowers, complete 
with big and bold colors and equally large petals that 
often droop. Her images are childlike, without being 
childish, seen from a child’s perspective. They are 
delightful, senses and all. 

Annie Wilde’s wavescapes are also delightful for 
their use of touch and sound. We feel we are there 
on the beach, experiencing the crashing of the waves 
and the feel of the sand beneath our feet. 

Finally, sound appears again in the present exhibit 
at Sag Harbor’s Tulla Booth Gallery. And no wonder. 
The 1970s photographs are by Eric Meola, the subject 
being Bruce Springsteen. There’s no escaping the 
pictures’ strong visual sense of composition and 
lighting either. The black and white images are 
precise, emphasizing Springsteen’s leather jacket 
and guitar and if we can’t imagine hearing his music, 
that’s indeed a shame. A particularly strong visual is 
the musician standing in front of a gate, the shadows 
creating a feeling of entrapment. ga

Creating a Simple, Stylish Holiday Home

I plan to bring a pared-down 


_ approach to this year’s 
holiday decorating. Not 
to sound like the Grinch, 


but it’s become more labor- 
intensive to decorate during 
the holiday season. It started 
with the simple stringing of 
lights around the windows, 
_ followed by the roofline and 
trees. The job of dressing the 
house with the finest greenery 
and decorations has become very complicated. 
Additionally, sometimes when the decorations come 
out, the tree goes up, the table is organized and the 
presents are wrapped under the tree, it can feel a 
little bit cluttered in our home. I want our house 
to be filled with holiday cheer, smell of pine and 
cinnamon and bring smiles to our faces as we sip 
eggnog next to a roaring fire, but this year I plan to 
make it simple and elegant so the aesthetic will work 
better with my current design, and to avoid feeling 
overwhelmed with work during a busy season.

As I unpack dozens of our tree ornaments, I realize 
my collection has grown over time.

Each ornament tells a story, and it’s 
fun to look them over individually, 
but after they’ve all been hung on 
the tree, the branches look weighed 
down. Rather than hanging them 
on the tree and overwhelming the 
pine needles, I decide to first group 
them together in color categories. 
Pll then bring out my crystal and 
glass-footed bowl collection and 
arrange the ornaments in color 
groups, displaying the glass bowls 
throughout the home. As 
alternative to footed glass bowls, a 
collection of hurricane lamps or glass vases would 
work just as well. 

Another simple holiday decorating idea to help set 
a pretty table is to gather maple or oak leaves and 
holly branches from the garden and yard. | plan to 
use the leftover, small pumpkins from Halloween. 
I spread them out over newspaper, and using a 
can of silver or gold paint, spray them outdoors. 
Within minutes they dry and are transformed into 
glittery works of art. To create personalized table 
placeholders, I use a metallic, red or green marker 
and write each guest’s name on the leaves. A gold or 
silver leaf and branch set on a pretty white plate is 
easy to make and creates an instantly elegant design. 

Because my ornaments will now be busy holding 
court on display, this will allow us to use more 
creativity when decorating our tree. This year, I 
plan to create a homemade-looking craft and natural

and arrange around the tree. This year I bought a 
collection of vintage-looking, tiny ornaments shaped 
like candles with clasps for attaching onto the 
branch tips, which will finish off the tree nicely with 
a natural, old-fashioned feel. These activities are easy 
and fun, plus it is a chance to get the whole family 
involved. 

Instead of using many busy, different patterns of 
conflicting wrapping paper to giftwrap our presents, 
I plan to buy a solid paper in cost-saving bulk size. In 
order to add ornamentation, | will tape or glue some 
of the extra gold or silver leaves, holly and pumpkins 
I had painted to each gift. | may add some of the 
leftover paper snowflakes to some of the boxes as 
well. With this more mainstream color scheme, and 
using some of the items from the tree, the look will be 
soothing, festive, yet simple and inexpensive to boot.

Restaurant Review: Buoy One Westhampton

was into Buoy One in Westhampton, you 
can’t help but be charmed by the richness of 
the décor. With its lovely dark wood, a large, winding 
bar and a fire blazing in the main dining area, it’s 
warm, cozy, luxurious and just what I was looking for 
on a chilly evening. 

After being seated in front of the fire, we perused 
the specials board, which was loaded with tantalizing 
dishes from Chef Dave, each one sounding better 
than the last, most with a decidedly Asian twist. The 
duck spring rolls caught my attention, and they did 
not disappoint. Made with Crescent Farms duck, 
these spring rolls were crisp, savory with the rich 
and moist duck meat, sweetness from caramelized 
onion and paired with a sweet and slightly spicy 
hoisin sauce. It was a delightful way to begin our 
meal. 

We tried the calamari—a staple for any good 
seafood place—and Chef Dave proved with this 
staple he can perfect the basics. The calamari was 
tender inside, wonderfully crunchy on the outside 
with a drizzle of lemon. For me this is foodie bliss. 

The crab nachos called out to me, because anything 
on a chip is just better. Blue corn nachos make the 
cut at Buoy One—the bed for a mound of succulent 
crab topped with a gooey combo of mozzarella and 
cheddar cheeses, served with the necessary players: 
jalapefios, sour cream, bright, fresh salsa and creamy 
guacamole. The perfect bite is a combination of all 
of the above, and the crab adds a subtle flavor of 


the sea in the background. 
It’s a bar food = staple, 
but taken to an entirely 
different level. 

Up next was a dish that 
sounds just as good as it 
tastes: spinach and orzo 
stuffed salmon with goat 
cheese and fresh garlic over 
lentils and grilled asparagus. 
A mouthful for sure, but 
trust me you’d want plenty 
of mouthfuls of this dish. 
The kicker for me was the 
goat cheese. With a slight 
tang and a creamy texture, it 
brought all of the other flavors 
home, and the smooth buerre blanc was so good I 
could have licked my plate (but don’t worry, I didn’t). 
The salmon was cooked until it basically melted in 
my mouth, and the lentils were warm and reminded 
me of home. 

Next we ordered a staple menu item, aes named 
crispy pork. It’s basically a giant fried pork chop, 
but there was something special about this one | 
couldn’t quite get my taste buds to identify. Chef 
Dave revealed it was in the cumin in the rub he used 
to marinate the pork, which explains the subtle heat 
I could feel as I tasted the pork. Served with some of 
the most delicious vanilla whipped potatoes I’ve ever 
eaten and Chef Dave’s sweet hoisin sauce, this was 
one pork-perfect dish.

Hot New Trend:

— billionaire Derwood Hodgegrass 
recently proved that, for those rich enough to 
afford it, the Hamptons could one day be a year- 
round beach destination. He has built a machine to 
heat the ocean in front of his home—and it works. 

“I had a vision, and thanks to the engineers 
and scientists at my Elysium Workshop think tank, 
we have done the impossible,” Hodgegrass said, 
moments after emerging from the surf on a bitter 
cold November Tuesday. 

With his palatial mansion behind him and clouds 
of steam rising from his body, the wealthy eccentric 
stood as two large attendants dried him with a plush 
towel and then wrapped an equally luxurious blanket 
around his bare shoulders. “In the span of two hours, 
my machine brought the sea from 47° to a balmy 
82°,” Hodgegrass announced, adding, “Nature will no 
longer dictate how we spend our leisure time.” 

Currently called “Sea-Lysium VII,” Hodgegrass’ 
ocean warmer was first developed as a super heater 
for a proposed 150-yard swimming pool (also 
called Sea-Lysium) he hoped to build on a 3-acre 
stretch of farmland adjacent to his manse, but the 
Southampton Town Board rejected his pool plans 
out of hand, so the billionaire found a new use for the 
technology. “With some hard work by my guys anda 
few modifications, we are now able to heat about 100 
square yards of ocean,” Hodgegrass said. “Imagine 
what the Hamptons would be like with hundreds of 
these installed along the coastline.” 


Ocean-Heating 


To make swimming in the heated ocean 
comfortable, Hodgegrass said many would want 
to erect large heated tents on the adjoining beach. 
“After a swimmer’s egress from the sea, he or she 
can find shelter from the cold,” he explained. “From 
there, it’s well within the realm of possibility to heat 
the tent while enjoying our off-season sun through 
clear plastic, Plexiglass or actual glass, depending on 
what the East End zoning Gestapo allows.” 

Hodgegrass has made no secret of his bitterness 
over the Town dashing his pool plans, and his ocean 
warmer has put him back in officials’ sights. The 
eccentric homeowner had applied for a variance to 
build the massive, 150-yard saltwater pool, but Town 
officials wouldn’t budge in their denial. 

“It’s outrageous,” an attorney for the Town said in 
June. “We preserve farmland for mansion owners to 
have nice views, not to build pools!” 

The billionaire envisioned the proposed pool as 
a “watery paradise” where he and his many guests 
could swim and perhaps even sail small boats. “I 
plan to include islands throughout. One will be a bar, 
another a tanning deck and a third a tented place for 
lovemaking,” Hodgegrass said in his application. 

After going public with his ocean warming device 
on DansPapers.com, Hodgegrass came under fire 
from environmental groups, citizens and even local 
police. The wealthy eccentric said he expected 
“praise and excitement” for his plan to artificially 
raise water temperatures and turn the Hamptons 
into a year-round beach resort. Instead he received 
angry calls and a visit from Southampton police just

before Thanksgiving. 

“They tried to blame me for this bluefish die off,” 
Hodgegrass said, recounting a tense conversation 
with detectives, who questioned whether he had 
tested his machine in Mecox Bay around November 
15, when hundreds of dead bluefish washed ashore. 
“It’s absolute hogwash,” he sneered, pointing out 
that the local paper of record reported the fish were 
killed from cold temperatures or low salinity. 

“These men insisted | show them Sea-Lysium VII, 
but I refused,” Hodgegrass continued. “We've kept 
them away for now, but I fear this fight isn’t over.” 

Sea-Lysium VII isn’t the only project in the works at 
Hodgegrass’ Elysium Workshop. He said that, among 
other things, his think tank is working with ex drug 
smugglers to develop a fashionable business suit that 
can hold as much cash as a duffel bag, without losing 
its clean lines or “dashing silhouette.”
